in New England is never below 12 V. 

Whether a draft of cold, dry, 
southerly wind, flowing along the 
high table lands to the northward, could 
produce such effect!, is a subject fur fait- 
ther opWrrwitotu, andtannut be assumed 
as stifle irnlty satisfactory, till those ob- 
servaliont iha'l have been repeated.

sbruutd have given the public, fur his own 
sake, some eiplanatiiiR of his mm net in 
not au-complianiug the whole undertaking. 
Whether LucHHitiit did or did not 
obtain information ftom Sir Tuoiisi is 
little to the point before ua, aa it ia a per- 
affaur between themarlvet ; but It it 
true that lie could not obtain much 
from il, since he choae a totally 
:, ia rsnlradicIMn to fiu- Tua- 
Mts's own rteomrnendalion.and sureetded 
in acrumpli thing hii journey, in spile i if all 
the amtige abaut the direct ru«l fiuui 
F«tt Betukf, Whicb, there can be no 
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qotftttliiit, tfipesrs (» far ai Sir Thomii 
hat eiplored il) lo be the eaaiest and 
ihorteit. 

No one, however high hit standing or 
however great hit acquiremenls, hat a 
tight, therefore, to rob LaicHinant uf a 
single laurel : for, iu spile of all difficult ie», 
he did not mistake hit course ; and, in 
■pile of all hia foreiight, the Sviatisvoa* 
U Kit rati, mitluok an easterly for a 
north -westerly river. We aay not 
this to disparage. No one can have 
a higher opinion uf Sir Ttioius s attain- 
ments than the abused folks of the 
Herald; hut if the truth must be spoken, 
as it onght lo be, LsiruisinnT has found 
a nay tu Port Easinglun, but Sir Tiruuts 
has not ibuwu yet, whether his route is 
equally practicable ; nur whether Luch - 
m ant hat committed a geographical 
blunder in placing high land between the 
Cfulfand the interior, and so cutting off 
the direct drainage of the Victoria. 

We will huitestly confess, that we have 
always advocated the supposition or the 
interior being a tfrieo' tea ooffoM, unce 
traverse j by currents from north to south ; 
and we have also thought that the diain- 
ages lo the north-west fall into lan- 
unpy ground, occupying a position on 
the edge of that sea-bottom, the hijrh land 
lerminaling at the edge. The course uf 
the Uelynndo or Cape, shows, that the 
analogy liplwten the waters south of 
lb- and those north of **>• is 
not perfect for the feature in the latter 
easr, not to noticihle in the former, is the 
breaking through ihe ranges of the rivera 
that run lo the cosit, and it was 
this, which induced the idea, that 
the Victoria would fallow its example. 
We hope a few months will sel the 
question at rest; and If to, it will not 
have been in Tain, that we have, as we 
believe, been tbe means of exciting some 
degree of interest in Ihe question beyond 
the range of vision of lume. of our con- 
tent poiaries, and even at tbe risk uf 
A. O. M i ribaldry. As our object is 
single, and our desire to add to the com- 
mon stuck of information, it ii a matter 
tf indifference by whom we may be cen- 
sured. If we happen lu be wrung, let 
them set us right, and we shall be 
thankful.
